Frank Brangwyn, the noted Eng­ 
lish artist, said in London he had 
been asked to leave Christ Out of a 
panel depicting the “Sermon on the 
M ount.” 
“I can’t conceive of the Sermon 
on the Mount* without the Savior,” 
the m uralist said. 
Officials 
of 
Rockefeller 
Center 
said: 
“There was no thought of 
portraying 
the 
’Sermon 
on 
the 
M ount’ without Christ. 
T he only 
question was what was the best way 
to represent Christ.” 
Brangwyn suggested and worked 
on an actual figure of Christ. 
"After consideration," the R ocke­ 
feller Center’s reply to Brangw yn’s 
declaration read, “it was m utually 
decided to use a ‘great ligh t’ shining 
on the m ount, signifying th e pres­ 
ence in the background.” 
The "Serm on-on-the-M ount” pan­ 
el is th e last of four by Brangwyn 
for the R. C. A. building, the sev­ 
enty-story dom inant 
structure 
in 
the Center. 
Work on them is vir­ 
tually com pleted with the exception 
of the figure of the Nazarene.

OI the bridge between Wrightsville 
and Columbia, as already stated, but 
Stuart failed to learn of Early’s 
whereabouts and was at a loss to 
know where to go. 
On reaching Carlisle, Stuart says: 
"The whereabout* of our army 
wa* still a mystery, but, during 
the night I rceived a dispatch 
from General Lee that the army 
was at Gettysburg, and had been 
engaged on this day <^uly I) with 
the enemy’s advance. 
I Immedi­ 
ately despatched to Hampton to 
move IO mile* that night on the 
way to Gettysburg, and gave or­ 
ders to the other brigades, with a 
view of reaching Gettysburg early 
the next day, and started myself 
that night. 
My advance reached 
Gettysburg July 2, just in time to 
thwart a move of the enemy's 
cavalry upon our rear al Hunt­ 
erstown." 
The foregoing will explain the 


brigades to meet Kilpatrick's divi­ 
sion consisting of Custer’s brigade 
of the 1st, 5th, 6th and 7th Michigan 
regiments, in command respectively 
by Colonels Charles H. Town. Rus­ 
sell A. Alger, George Gray, and Wil­ 
liam D. Mann, and Farnsworth's 
brigade consisting of the 5th New 
York, 18th Pennsylvania. 1st Ver­ 
mont, and 1st West Virginia regi­ 
ments, rxnmnam 
Maj. John Hammond, Lieut. Col. 
William P. Brinton, Lieut. Col. Ad­ 
dison W. Preston, a r * Col. N athan­ 
iel 
P. 
Richmond. 
Pennington’s 
battery of artillery was attached to 
Custer’s brigade, and Elder’s bat­ 
tery was with Farnsw orth’s brigade. 
S tuart’s forces outnum bered those 
of Kilpatrick about two to one. 
Brisk Fight In Town 
After the confederates had passed 
where to through the town, 
there was a 
great deal of activity shown by their 
pickets, and about 4:30 p. rn., a 
picket came dashing into the town 
from the York pike, and called out 
“Tile Yankees are coming,” and the 
fire of the pickets could be distinctly 
heard out on the road. 
This was the advance of K irkpat­ 
rick’s forces th a t after the engage­ 
ment at Hanover, had moved to East 
Berlin and Abbottstown on the trail 
of Stuart. A little later some of Kil­ 
patrick’s cavalry came dashing into 
the town firing as they came at the 
confederate pickets with their car­ 
bines, 
For some time there was 
quite a brisk fight in the square 
with Crawford’s men. who then re­ 
treated over the hills to the west. 
Kilpatrick Holds Town 
Kilpatrick came into the town on 
the old Chambersburg road which 
j intersects the York pike east of G ul­ 
den’s at the Coleman farm , form er­ 
ly the Miller farm, 
through the 


hotel his headquarters, and posted 
pickets on all the roads leading into 
the town. 
He then sent General 
Custer out the Gettysburg (Hunt­ 
erstown) road, and the 6th Michigan 
with some of Pennington’s guns 
took position just west of the town 
near the Felty farm, now the Zinn 
farm. A line of guns was also post­ 
ed on line of the Chambersburg 
road. 
The confederate forces held a po­ 
sition further out on the Hunters­ 
town road on Brinkerhoff ridge, 
near the Gilbert farm, now the 
Kimmel farm, and it was between 
these two ridges, over a level plain, 
where the saber fight occurred be­ 
tween 
the 
confederate 
forces of 
Wade Hampton and principally the 
6th Michigan of Custer’s brigade. 
Custer 
charged 
the 
confederate 
forces in position on Brinkerhoff 
ridge, and reached H am pton’s posi­ 
tion where a hand-to-hand fight oc­ 
curred around the Gilbert buildings 
where the carbines were used as well 
as the sabers. A counter charge was 
then made over the level land be­ 
tween the two ridges mentioned and 
a desperate saber fight ensued be­ 
tw een the mounted forces of both. 
Meanwhile, the batteries were not 
idle. 
Both sides kept up an in c e s­ 
sant shelling until the union mount­ 
ed forces withdrew to the town. As 
it was now* dark, operations of the 
cavalry were halted. 
The artillery 
by I fire, however, wats continued unto 
near IO p. rn. 
On the afternoon of 
July 2, two guns were sent from the 
field at Gettysburg to assist Hamp­ 
ton. 
Those guns were a part of 
Jones’ battalion, of Early's division, 
of Ewell’s corps. 
Jones in his report says: 
"On the 2nd, I ordered two guns 
of Captain Green’s battery, at the 
request 
of 
General 
Stuart 
to 
report to General Hampton at 
Hunterstown, where he engaged j 
the enemy, with a loss of I man 
killed and 14 men wounded.” 
The fire of this battery from Its 
position on Brinkerhoff ridge w*as J 
very effective. 
One of the union 
guns was disabled and a number of 
horses killed by the first shot. 
A 
number of the houses in the town 
are shell marked, 
K ilpatrick’s forces remained in 
the town until a little after mid­ 
night when the division was moved 
by General Pleasanton's orders to 
the Baltimore pike; moving out to 
the York pike on the Chambersburg 
road then west on the pike to Gul­ 
den’s where the Low Dutch road in­ 
tersects the pike. 
This road was 
followed to its southern terminus 
on the Baltimore pike, arriving In 
the vicinity of Two Taverns near 
daybreak of July 3. 
After the withdrawal of Kilpat- 


for the wounded, who were removed 
to hospitals established in the Pres­ 
byterian 
church, 
the 
Methodist 
church, the Felty house, the King 
house, and the Grass hotel, General 
S tuart moved his forces south of the 
town between the Gettysburg road 
and the York pike; going out on 
the Littlestown road which crosses 
the York pike east of Granite hill, 
and the other road that intersects 
the York pike west of G ranite hill. 
This movement began about 4 a. rn., 
and was made by order of General 
Lee preparatory for Stuart to attack 
Meade’s rear at Gettysburg on the 
afternoon of July 3. 
Saw 13 Confederate Dead 
As the records of the confederate 
lasses are incomplete, only th a t of 
Hampton is available, which says: 
"The Cobb Legion which led in this 
gallant charge, suffered quite se­ 
verely, 
Lieutenant-Colonel 
Delony 
and several 
other officers 
being 
wounded, while the regiment lost in 
killed quite a number of brave offi­ 
cers and men, whose names I regret 
I am not able to give."

WTiter th at he saw 13 confederate 
dead buried on the ridge just west 
of town, and Ambrose Tate saw 8 
union dead removed from the Gras* 
hotel. The wounded of both armies 
were well taken care of by the citi­ 
zens, and everything that was pos­ 
sible was done for their comfort. 
Kilpatrick in hts report of Cus­ 
ter's brigade says: 
“The second brigade (General
